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How Do You Register for Temporary Protected Status (TPS)?
Nationals of Nicaragua or Honduras (or eligible aliens who have no nationality and last habitually resided in Nicaragua or 
Honduras,) seeking to register or re-register for TPS, or apply for renewal of temporary treatment benefits, must submit Form I-821, 
Application for Temporary Protected Status, and Form I-765, Application for Employment Authorization, to the Bureau of Citizenship 
and Immigration Services (CIS).
 
Submit also two recent identical, passport-style color photographs and supporting evidence of nationality and residency in the 
United States since December 30, 1998.  See Form I-821 for specific photograph instructions.
 
You must complete and submit the Form I-765, even if you already have or do not require employment authorization.* After the CIS 
receives your application, you will receive a notice to appear for fingerprinting as part of the required biometric services.  If 
necessary, the CIS may also take your photograph and signature.

Where Should You File Your Application?
If you are filing as a national of Honduras or Nicaragua, file your applications (Forms I-821 and I-765) with the CIS Service Center 
having jurisdiction over the state where you live.  For nationals of other designated TPS countries, file your applications in 
accordance with the Form I-821 instructions.
